TXTFLAG is an auto conversion flag. Furthermore, a runtime attribute (process CCSID) is 
assigned to a process specifying the runtime encoding scheme. A conversion is done 
automatically by an auto conversion function if both CCSIDs allow a conversion. Files having 
no file tag are tagged with a virtual file tag by means of an automatic tagging (AUTOTAG) 
function using heuristic rules for determining whether the data or file contains text or binary 
information.
